He 
was unable to reach the brakes, but 
some passengers on tho rear platform 
realizing the danger attempted tn set 
the brake?.

with uniform grading this matter could 
be arranged by means of local ware- 
housing. 
Tho meeting then wandered off on a 


aide iHSue with regard to the ownership 
of tlie Htock, tho chances lor being 
'cinclied" and various other nmltcis 
jiaving no bearing on the question at 
issue, in the conrt-c of which a number 
of interesting speeches were made hy 
gentlemen whoso names were evidently 
known to the chair but not mentioned, 
and therefore were not ascertained. 


In answer lo questions, tho chair

The Governor commuted the 
sentence of death imposed upon Mc- 
Nulty by Judge Murphy of San Fran- 
cisco to imprisonment for life. 
This 


act, commendable in itself as an act of 
mercy, was justified by the evidence of- 
fered by those best qualified to judge.

We have no comment to offer upon the 
McNulty case in any of its features, nor 
does Governor Mnrkham need a defense 
In this community against the unwar- 
ranted Blurs of the Expositor; but the 
denouncement of the acts of public offi- 
cials simply because the officials are Re- 
publicans, and the attempt in that con- 
nection to belittle an undertaking like the 
Midwinter Fair because some Repub- 
licans have Iwan conspicuous in ita 
management is the sort of journalism to 
which we take exception, and which we 
are sure the public will condemn.

enough money to pay for-lodgings am 
buy cheap meals. Arriving in Chicago 
about tho first of October he prevailed 
upon tbo fair officials to give him an op- 
portunity to get some money ahead by 
allowing him to serve as a guide about 
the grounds. Thus within a month he 
saved $40, and determined to make for 
New Orleans, so as to have a southern 
routo to San Francisco during the cold 
weather.

PORTUGUESE IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Of tlio 10,000 In tlio United Stutvstlie Me- 


tropolis Has but 70. 


Tlio other day John Gubbins, a Portu- 


guese, was held for trial by Justice 
Grady at tho Yorkvillo police court un 
der charge- of stabbing a policeman 
There is nothing strange or peculiar 
about tho arresfc of a man charged witli 
stabbing or attempting to slab a police. 
man, but tho oddity connected witl: 
Gubbhis is tho fact that ho is a Portu- 
guese. 


How many Portuguese do you think 


there are among tho 2,000,000 inhabitants 
of Now York city? Just 70. TlieroaroTO 
of them, and it is said in police circles to 
bo a fact that Gubbins is tho first Portu- 
guese overunder arrest in this city. This 
would lie a very creditable showing ii 
thero were morethan ?C of them. As it is, 
tho only wonder is that there are so tow. 
In the whole United States thero arc 16,000 
Portuguese. Nino thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-nine of them are returned 
by the last census as residents of Cali 
forma, 8,051 as residents of Massachu 
setts, 888 as residents of Ilhode Island 
and 70 as residents of New York city 
They are a maritime people, most nu 
merous in such seaport cities as San 
Francisco, Boston, Providence, New Or 
leans and New Bedford, but curiously 
enough almost unknown in New York 
tho greatest center of commerce in the 


western hemisphere. 
Emigrants from tho lands of Camoens 


and the Braganzas are famous as sailor 
and navigators, and their dcscfndaut 
are scattered in many lands, notably ir 
lawaii, where tho Portuguese popula- 
ion is considerable, and tho East Indies 
where the Portuguese colonies are uu 
merous. New York is a cosmopolitan 
ity. Men of every raeo and natioualit; 
re to be found here. The total imini 
gration to tho United States tbrongl 
fillis island from Jan. 1, 1803, to Dec. 1 
was 233.C97, and toward this total For 
;ugal contributed thoalmoBtinfinitcsima 
total of 70 persons. Tho Portuguese are 
generally speaking, thrifty, hardy, in 
lustrious and matter of fact. They hav 
ittlo of the sentiment of their Spimi.s 
neighbors. They aro law abiding an 
undemonstrative, and Gubbins appear 
o bo a backsliuor, stimulated perhaps t 
deeds of unruly violence by Now Jerse 
whisky or Mcdford rum, both poor sub 
stitutes for tho fino wines of tho Oport
